the United Slates, where it sells to-day 
at less than the import duty. This 
anomalous condition of the wool market 
seema unaccountable. It is claimed 
that wool can be, and is, produced at 
less coat iu Australia and the Argen- 
tine Eepu'olic than ia the United States 
ani that those countries have a large 
surplus for export. This would imply 
that wool should be cheapor in Eng- 
land and other free trade countries 
than in the United States, where the 
import duty on Australian wool, un- 
washed, is twelve cents per pound, and 
where the wool product is not suffi- 
cient to supply the home demand. It 
is a fact, nevertheless, that wool is be- 
ing shipped from Wyoming direct to 
London, England, and that it brings a 
better price in that free trade city than 
In Philadelphia or Boston, where for- 
eign wools are dutiable at eleven or 
twelve cents per pound, according to 
quality.

No deflniio returns from the Alabama 


election held last Monday have been 
sent out by the Associated Press.

In the middle and 
southern counties the negroes voted 
solidly for Gates, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, who claims the 
State by a majority ranging from 15,000' 
to 40,000. 


In Mobile the Democratic majority 


of 3,000 was reduced to 700, and in the 
mining counties, also, the Democratic 
loss was heavy. Kolb, the People's 
party candidate for Governor, carried 
every county that gave him a majority 
two years ago. 


The Legislature is claimed by the 


Democrats by a majority of twelve or 
fifteen on joint ballot. Two years ago 
the Democrats had a majority of forty- 
one on joint ballot. The Legislature 
will elect a United States Senator to 
succeed John T. Morgan, whose term 
will expire next March.

The Man Found Dead Tuesday Night 


Identified as " French Joe." 


The man that was found dead near the 


Washoe Brewery at a late hour Tues- 
day night is as yet unknown. The 
Coroner's Jury summoned yesterday 
found that the deceased was known as 
"French Joe," but no one seemed to 
know his correct name. His age was 
about 63 years. The supposed cause 
of his death was alcoholism, and the 
Jury found a verdict to this effect, one 
member of the Jury, Mr. B. V. Borden, 
disseniling from the verdict, believing 
that the cause of death was unknown 
to the Jury.
